3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose an interconnect structure including a low k sublayer having the 
claimed composition. For example, Matsuura (e.g. fig. 6, pp 041) shows an 
interconnect including a low k sublayer but their compositions are different of that 
claimed. Although Fitzsimmons discloses an interconnect having a low k sublayer 
215/217 made of SiNCOH, the specific layer composition of this layer was not taught 
(e.g. fig. 3d; col. 6/lls. 36-64 & col. 7/lls. 8-14).
